Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Koksbang discloses wherein lithium vanadium 
oxide powders (a collection of powders) have a particle size on the order of 0.1 to 5 microns (col. 2, lines 59-61 ). Koksbang continues to 
disclose wherein the lithium vanadium metal oxide product was filtered (col. 5, lines 1-6). Applicant argues that Koksbang is dealing with 
a distribution of particle sizes, wherein the average particle size is not less than 1 micron. Since Koksbang discloses wherein a collection 
of metal vanadium oxide particles may have a particle size of 0.1 microns, it would have been inherent to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
expect a collection of metal vanadium oxide particles to have beeen able to achieve a diameter of less than 1 micron, since Koksbang 
clearly teaches wherein it is known in the art for metal vanadium oxide particles to have a particle size of 0.1 micron, which Is less than 1 
micron . 
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
